Each 
Grand Dragon is to notify every Exalted Cyclops by December 8, 
1961, and the Exalted Cyclops is not to bring this up at 
meetings of his klavern but is to pick out two or three men 
who can be trusted and have them make all the arrangements and 
carry out the cross burning.
